The following claims read on the species elected: Claims 1-9, 13-19, 28«32, and 36. It 
should be noted that claims 1-9, 1 3-1 9, 28-32, and 36, are generic with respect to Set A Species, 
Species 11: Claims directed to the wound pipe as shown in Figure 2. Claims 10-11, 20-21 , and 
33-34 read on Species D. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal or modification of the 
restriction requirement. Although Applicant does not traverse the Examiner's determination that 
the inventions are distinct, it is respectfully submitted that the inventions as claimed can be 
readily evaluated in one search without placing undue burden on the Examiner. That is, all the 
claims arc so interrelated that a search of one group of claims will reveal art to the others. This 
is particularly the case in the Examiner's identification of species, and particularly with respect 
to the Set A Species. 

Furthemiore, with respect to the species election, this election is with traverse to the 
extent that it is understood that (a) the requirement will be v^thdrawn upon the finding of an

elected subject matter unless it is found patentably distinct from the elected or allowed claims. 

Further, were restriction to be effected between the claijns of Groups 1 and II, a separate 
examination of the claims in these groups would require substantial duplication of work on die 
part of the U.S. Patent and Trademark OJUce. Even though some additional consideration would 
be necessary, the scope of analysis of novelty of all the claims of the Groups would have to be as 
rigorous as when only the claims of Group I, for example, were being considered by them5elve$. 
Clearly, this duplication of effort would not be warranted where tliese claims of different 
categories are so interrelated. Further, Applicant submits that for restriction to be effected 
between the claims in the Groups, it would place an undue burden by requiring payment of 
separate filing fees for examination of the nonelected claims, as well as the added costs 
associated with prosecuting the applications and maintaining patents issuing therefrom. 

Applicant reserves the right to pursue examination of any non-elecled claims in 
continuation or divisional applications.
